3. That a man be employed to 
act in the capaeity of Marshal only 
to be in uniform having his dut- 
ies defined and those at the head of 
the License and Polite departments 
see that those duties are fulfilled, 

4. Thata man be employed as 

Watermaster in the season thereof 
whose duty it shall be to oversee 
the cleaning of ditches, proper in- 
stallation of culverts, regulation 
of the distribution of water to con- 
sumer, and especially sering that 
every consumer has his proper 
hours aud gets justice, That no 
water be allowed to run down our 
streets. 

5. That the health officer's du- 
ties be defined and that the man 
holding that position be requested 
to look into the sanitary condition 
of the town and render a monthly 
report tothe council of his find- 
ings. 

6. That a more general distri- 
bution of the street lights be effect 
ed by the reduction of candle pow- 
er from 50 to 32 and increase of 
number of lights. 

7. That the town either im- 
prove Victoria Park so as to make

STATE OWNED RAILWAYS. 


Record of Annual Deficits and Sur- 
plus Complaints. 


Government railways are having 
rather a hard time of it in Europe. 
The experiment of ownership a 
aperation by the te as far as 
it has been attempted, not only 
in Europe but elsewhere, seems to 
have failed, and time and trial 
more and more demonstrate its in- 
evitable and inherent inefficiency. 

Everywhere State operation ts 
criticized, and every year proves 
it increasingly unsatisfactory to 
everybody, except the politicians 
and the functionaries. Thus in Bel- 
gium the financial situation has 
grown so bad that the railway ie 
ministration is now contemplating | 
what is practically impossible—a 
substantial increase both in freight 
and passenger rates. Tt is that or 
bankruptey for the scheme.

loitation regularly works an an- 
noel deficit. eWith less than 3,000 
miles of lines the budget for 1906 
showed a deficit of about $925,000, 
and in 1908, of about %1,200,000, 
without taking account of the inter- 
est’on the bonded debt amounting 
to $240,000,c00. Government oper- 
ation in that compact little coun- 
try, with only about 3,000,000 of in- 
habitants and an area only about 
twice that of the State of Massa- 
chusetts, has given such unfavor- 
able results that the public are cry- 
ing out against it, and it promises 
to be a leading issue in the coming 
electoral campaign. : 

In Japan State ownership has 
proved so disastrous to the finances 
of the country that the Government 
1s now looking to a syndicate of 
foreign capitalists to help it out. 
The statement is made that Gov- 
eynment ownership there has im- 
periled the national finances, pre- 
vented railway improvements and 
checked efficiency of the service.

About the Farm

HINTS FOR FIELD STACKING. 


It is necessary to be thinking of 
the best and cheapest methods for 
landling the crop. The horse fork 
in the barn is certainly a very use- 
ful implement, one that saves much 
time and heavy work pitching. 

Seldom is this great labor-say- 
ing device used when stacking in 
the fields. One is used ia this way 
cn the college farm with great suc- 
cess. It is made as follows: Tako 
«ene long cedar pole similar to the 
ordinary telegraph pole; attach 
three long guy ropes or wire to the 
tcp, also the pully and rope that 
is to bo used for hauling the hay. 
Attach one end of the rope to a 
tree or firm post. Hitch the horse 
to the other end of the rope. The 
pole is now ready for hoisting. 
Care must be taken to have the 
hole dug in such a way as to keep 
the pole from going sideways when 
hoisting. In starting the stack the 
Lottom should be four feet from the 
bottom of the pole. The top of the 
pole should be slanting sideways 
towards the centre of the stack, as 
it does not work as well as slant- 
ing two ways. When unloading 
the load should be outside the rope. 
Should the heavy forkfuls of hay 
disturb the side of the stack stand 
a few boards against the side of the 
stack, 

Another plan that is used with 
success, especially when round 
stacks are made, is the following: 
Take three long telegraph poles 
and fasten them at the top in such 
2 way that they will give a few in- 
ches. Next make a shoe eight feet 
long of 4x6 scantling; attach one 
to the bottom of each pole. This 
will admit of a horse being hitched 
to each when moving to a new lo- 
cality. When clear of the stack, 
1 would advise attaching to poles 
a reasonable distance apart to keep 
them from falling. Two pulleys and 
a single rope with horse fork at 
tached are all that are necessary

The 
ripening of the seed furnishes for 
two or more years a favorite food 
for rats in the forests, where the 
animals multiply greatly; when 
this food fails they are forced to 
the cultivated districts for subsis- 
tence. In 1878 almost the entire 
crops of corn, rice and mandioca 
in the State of Parana were de- 
stroyed by rats, causing a serious

RIVALS OF THE AIR. 


Keon Competition of the Command 
of the Skies. 


France and Germany have just 
begun a terrific contest for the 
mastery of the air. Both countries 
are devoting their finest brains, 
their energies, and huge sums of 
money in the hopes of eventually 
obtaining that mastery in the air 
which Britain has hitherto held at 
sea, 

It was France who began it, for 
Fiance has always been a pioneer 
in the development of aerial navi- 
gation. It was a Frenchman who 
made the first suecessful balloon as- 
cent that was ever made, It was 
a Frenchman who invented the first 
navigable balloon, 

Then, again, the French were the 
(first to make use of balloons in 
war, and quite recently the French 
were the first by several years to 
have, in the ill-fated ‘‘La Patrie,’’ 
a modern airship fully equipped for 
aerial warfare. They boast that in 
acrial progress they are five years 
ahead of any other nation 

The Germans have started more 
than a hundred years behind their 
rivals in the fight for aerial supre- 
macy. But they are nobly making 
up for lost time, and experts are 
divided at the present time as to 
which of these two nations can 
claim to have the finest acrial navy 
in the world. 

So rapidly has the process of 
theoretical experiment been replac- 
ed by actual realization by both na- 
tions, that few people have yet 
grasped its significance. 

France has now twenty-four of- 
ficers and 432 men engaged in air- 
ship experiments or in manning the 
ships she already has. She has five 
fine military airships already finish- 
ed, and six others being complet- 
ed, and for which ‘‘stables’’ are 
tlready being built at various 
points along the frontier. 

Germany has six military airships 
built and six others building. She 
already has the twelve airship sta- 
tions completed, mostly along the 
frontier, ready for their reception. 
She has twenty officers and 465 men 
engaged in the aerial branch of the 
army. She has also a number of 
specially constructed guns to bring 
airships ‘‘on the wing,’’ some of 
which, of a very light type, are 
mounted on swift-moving motor- 
oars.

To gather without putting o@ te we 
tachment to the sewing machine 
lengthen the stitch of the machine and 
stitch along where the material is to 
be gathered with loose tension.

No soon 
er was the latter perceived than the 
other fastened upon it with the ferocity 
of a tiger, again seizing it behind the 
tar, and made several efforts to fy of 
with it; but, finding it must needs stay 
within the precincts of the cage, it soon 
hung by the hind legs to one side of ite 
prison and after sucking its victim till 
no more blood was left commenced de- 
vouring it and soon left nothing but the 
head and some portions of the imbs.—

One 
and one-half bushels per acre of 


German millet were then sown. 
This was cut tor hay before it had 
made seed. The land was plowed 
again and harrowed into fine tilth: 
Grass seed was thea sown broad- 
cast, late in August. In this man- 
ner a full crop was obtained the 
next year, Two cuttings were mado 
the second year. In the spring of 
the third season providing the crop 
promised to be abundant, a crop of 
hay was taken before breaking up 
the sod for late corn. If the grass 
was scanty, the sod, which was al- 
ways heavily top dressed during 
winter, was broken earlier for any 
crop for which it was needed. 

Three of the twelve sub-divisions 
ot the farm were devoted regular- 
ly to rye in winter and late corn 
in summer. Grass was occasional- 
ly sown on land from which the 
soiling corn had been cut. One 
small field was devoted to oats and 
peas for several years and then put 
down in grass to be followed by 
corn, 

Not only did this farm produce atl 
the roughage for 30 head of stock, 
but an average surplus of 3,000 
pounds of hay was sold yearly. 

The remarkable yields on this 
farm were due to the intelligent 
use of stable manure. Most farm- 
ers waste more than half of the 
value of the manure produced on 
their farms, 

The stock was kept in stalls. Be- 
hind each rw of cows was a gut- 
ter 18 inches wide and 17 inches 
deep, the gutters having no outlets 
and being thoroughly cleansed 
daily. When cleansed the gutters 
were sprinkled with ashes or dirt 
to absorb any moisture. The gut- 
ters were inclined towards the door, 
where they terminated, so that the 
manure would have a tendency to 
aceumulate at this point and thus 
facilitate transferring it to a cart. 

In summer it was spread on the 
land from which the soiling crops 
were remove'l, and in’ winter on 
the rye and grass fields. ‘‘We al- 
ways have a place to put manure,’’ 
said the owner, and this is the sec- 
ret of his big crops. 

This farm was located at Flour- 
town, Pa., and was owned and con- 
ducted by Rev. J. D. Detrich, Mr.

LEPROSY. 


There is possibly no disease the 
presence of which inspires greater 
fear in the public mind than does 
leprosy. This is perhaps in a mea- 
sure due to the loathsomeness of 
the disease in its later stages, but 
it is in most cases simply fear of a 
name. 

The disease, or diseases, spoken 
of as leprosy in the Bible are po- 
pularly supposed to be the same 
es the leprosy of to-day, and the 
evident fear the leper inspired in 
the people of old is held to justify 
the dread with which he is still re- 
garded. The Biblical descriptions 
do not, however, fit modern lep- 
rosy; so that, whether the fear of 
the ‘‘leper’’ of olden times was or 
was not justified, it should not be 
allowed to color the view with 
i the leper of to-day is regard- 
ed. 

Leprosy is, indeed, an infectious 
disease; that is to say, it is due 
to the presence in the tissues of a 
bacillus, known generally as Han- 
sen’s bacillus, after the Norwegian 
physician who discovered it. But! 
whether it is contagious, under the 
erdinary conditions of modern life, 
in temperate climates, at least, is| 
held by specialists in diseases of the | 
skin to be very doubtful.
